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Separate Awards Assemblies 


Awards at the end of a college year are a tradition 
which is very important to the furtherance of extra-cur- 
ricular activities on a college campus. Last spring, when the 
Associated Students of Sacramento State College presented 
awards to outstanding students, there were many com- 
plaints on two phases of the awards system. 

The first. and most basic, complaint was that the 
awards were decidud upon in a haphazard manner and that 
many deserving students had been overlooked. 


Student Council, at that time, took cognizance of the 
situation and recommended that a committee to study the 
awards system be set up. This year’s council has followed 
the recommendation and a new, and equitable, system of 
awards has been devised. 

Second of the complaints, on the awarding of honors 
last spring, was that the ASSSC awards and athletic awards 
were presented at one assembly. 

Athletics and other student activities, although all 
supported by the ASSSC, are widely separated in degree. A 
select few, of the many participating in ASSSC activities, 
can receive awards, whereas almost every athlete will 
receive an award or a certificate. 

The number of ASSSC awards presented, in comparison 
with the number of athletic awards presented, is very small. 
If all awards are given out at the same time, the significance 
of both types of awards are lost. 

Two separate assemblies should be conducted. Athletic 
awards would thereby be shown as such and outstanding 
student awards as such. 

It is true that two separate award assemblies will 
necessitate some extra planning and work. However, so 
much work has been conducted by the awards committee in 
recent weeks to make the awards “mean something” that it 
would be a sad situation if a small matter, such as passing 
out all awards at once. were to invalidate the committee’s 


work. 





Right Direction Taken 


Athletics, on the SSC campus, have always been a sort 
of stepchild. The attitude, in the past, has been that all 
must bend over backwards not to do anything for athletes 
or athletics, for fear that the college will be accused of 
giving athletes special consideration. 

If Sacramento State is to have athletics, athletics must 
be given equal consideration with other student activities 
and athletes should be given the same consideration as 
students participating in other activities. 

The step, taken by Student Council and by the college 
executive council in recent weeks, providing for a training 
table, is one in the proper direction. If a college is to have 
athletic teams participating in intercollegiate leagues they 
must be backed and promoted.

For the first time in several years, Sacramento State 
College voters will have a choice between several active can- 
didates for Associated Students president. 

Three students have announced their candidacy for the 
top spot and are actively working toward election to that 
post. Tom Willoughby, Don Baxter and George Mandich 
are threatening to make a race of it for a change. : 

Traditionally, SSC voters have had very few choices 
for president. Two years ago Nason Hall won the election 
unopposed and last year Zane Vorhes won over token op- 
position. This year, though, there are three candidates who 
Jook like they actually want the post. They are campaigning 
with gusto and apparently intend to let the voters know 
what they stand for before the election. 

If some of the enthusiasm rubs off on the voters, caus- 
jing them to turn out at the polls, SSC maybe headed for 


the most successful election in its nine-year history.

Anthropologists May Lose 
Excavation Site of Indians

Sacramento State College is one of three state colleges 
in California doing field archeology and the main site of 
evacuation is in imminent danger of being subdivided. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Richard Reeve, professor of anthropology 
and English, and Dr. Richard Arnold, assistant professor 





of anthropology and geography, 
who direct the archeological 
work, the opportunity will be lost 
to study the culture of the In- 
dians who lived in California's 
central valley from 3000 to 4000 
years ago. 

Sac 29. as the Indian village 
site is referred to by the anthro- 
pologists, is a low man-made hill 
near the Sacramento River, just 
south of Sutterville road. Al- 
though the mound has been desig- 
nated as the Indian village for 
twenty years, permission 10 ex- 
cavate was granted SSC a year 
and a half ago by the then own- 
ers of the properiy, Mr. and Mrs. 
1. J. Rueder, and the college 
holds exclusive rights of arche- 
clowical work on the mound 
through the courtesy of the pres- 
ent owners of the land. 


Work on Weekends 

On weekends, during the past 
year and a half, SSC students 
have obtained, through painstak- 
ing, back-breaking and careful 
excavation with shovel, trowel, 
whiskbroomi, and brush a small 
sampling of the contents of the 
mound which covers two full 
acres of land. 

Those students who are pres- 
ently doing the work are Chris 
Brorsen, William Campbell, Wil- 
liam Chee, LeRoy DeWitt, bill 
Duncanson, Jean Hawley, Joe 
Hood, LeRoy Joesink, Frances 
Jones, Donald Keifer, Keith 
Mertz, Dave Rucker, Janice 
Shaw, William Bode, and Barden 
Stevenot, under the direction of 
Reeve, Arnold, and Norman Wil- 
son, graduate student and labora- 
tory assistant in anthropology. 

Discuss importance 

In discussing the importance of 
preserving this mound, Arnold 
stated “We believe that it is pos- 
sible to obtain from the proper 
dissection of mounds such as this, 
a record of ways of life and uses 
of the land by man throughout an 
impressively long period of time. 

“Aside from the satisfactions 
of man’s innate curiosity concern- 
ing the past, such studies are 
necessary to obtain a proper per- 
spective for any consideration of 
man’s present and future status 
on the land. Mounds such as 
these are the only sources of such 
information we have or ever will 
have, and the destruction of such 
invaluable and inexplaceable rec- 
ords may be considered at least 
unwice.” 

Artifacts which have been re-

covered have been classified into 
three periods: early, middle and 
late horizon with the time rang- 
ing from historic times to 4000 


B.C. Indian attempts at adorn- 
ment are demonstrated by the 
“prized quartz jewelry, beads, 


bone awls made of bone for use 
in clothes-making and basketry, 
pendants made of beaver and 
bear incisors or stiotite stones, 
and red make-up most likely 
made of a mixture of fine grains 
of red rock and grease. 

Hand decorated whistles of 
hollow bird bones show the in- 
genuity of the ancient tribesmen. 
Finely chiselled obsidian arrow 
points are included as are dis- 
coidals used as balance wheels, 
fire drills, and shel] drills. The 
recovery of abalone shells shows 
evidence of trading baskets, 
acorns and probab/y skins with 
other tribes for these sheils. 

Not Agricultural 

There is no indication that they 
were an agricultural people. Al- 
though no poultry has been 
found, there are basket fragments 
apparently made of plant fibers. 

About 132 skeletal remains are 
preserved in the collection, these 
usually found in either a flexed 
or upright condition, with a few 
artifacts being buried with each 
one. Last Saturday the hones, of 
a tiny baby were carefully ex- 
humed and credted a mystery as 
to the reason no leg bones were 
resting with the rest of the 
skeleton. 

Recover Floor 

Students are in the process also 
of recovering the floor of what 
was apperently a large Indian 
house or ceremonial structure in 
the part of the mound used as a 
living area. 

During the coming summer ses- 
sion, the field archaelogy course 
is Open to students without pre- 
requisite for from one to six units 
of credit. Only a smal) sampling 
of 3000 to 4000 years of human 
history has been unearthed by 
the group so far.

DISCUSSES FOUNDATION 


Editor of The Hornet: 

This is an open letter to the 
students of Sacramento State 
College. 

Recently, the Hornet founda- 
tion obligated itself to the tune 
of approximately $75.000 for the 
construction and equipping of a 
Student Service building. This 
building will contain a snack bar, 
an eating area, an addition to 
the bookstore, a student lounge, 
and offices and conference rooms 
for Student Association officers. 
The building will not be financed 
through the State of California. 
The only state help is a 40-vear 
lease of the land for the building. 

For the most part, the monev 
to pay for this proiect will come 
from future sales to you stu- 
dents in the cafeteria and hook- 
store. Since the future profits of 
the foundation's present @qnera- 
tions (bookstore and cafeteria) 
have been almost compltely obli- 
gated to renay the loan neceroory 
to finance the construction of the 
building, the Hornet foundetion i 
asking you. the students, to co- 
operate fully in helpine to main- 
fain its ope;atine and mainte- 
nance costs at a bare minimum. 

Since February of 1953. the 
cafeteria has cuffered a loss of 
62h teaspoons. 149 soup spoons, 
382 forks, 309 knives, and 118 
lareg trays, not to mention a verv 
large amount of chinaware which 
has “disappeared.” In addition to 
these losses it costs the cafeteria 
upwards of $1000 a year iust to 
clear off tables. The bookstore 
has also suffered from an alarm- 
ing number of thefts of books 
and supplies 

These costs are unnecessary. 
They are the result of careless- 
nes, indifference, and “what have 
you" on the part of you, the 
students. Unless each and every 
student on this campus cooper- 
ates by not taking or destroying 
property, and by returning his 
dishes to the scullery windows, it 
will undoubtedly be necessary to 
raise prices even higher in the 
cafeteria and the bookstore in 
order to repay the loan. T am 
positive there is not a single stu- 
dent on the campus who wants to 
see that happen, yet vou all want 
the Student Service building. Re- 
member, when you return your 
dishes and leave things where 
they belong, you are aiding a 
good cause—the Student Service 
building.

Veteran’s Clerk 
Tells Form Need 


Mrs. Joy Greenwood, veterans 
affairs clerk, reminded all veter- 
ans that proper forms must be 
filled out and proper documents 
presented when declaring depend- 
ents under the GI bill 

All forms fer claiming of de- 
pendents are available in the vet- 
erans affairs office. 

Mrs. Greenwood state that in 
case of marriage, a certified copy 
ef the marriage license must be 
presented. If either the veteran 
or the spouse has been married 
previously, a certified copy of 
the finel divorce decree must be 
Presented. 

If the veteran has children, cer- 
tified copie< of either the birth 
certificate, record of baptism, or 
court record of adoption must be 
attached to the proper form. 

When claiming all other de- 
pendents, proper form< must he 
filled out and pertinent proof pre- 
sented. 

Monthly peyments range from 
$110 for single veterans with ne 
dependents, to $1235 for veterans 
with one dependent and $160 for 
veterans with two or more de- 
pendents, under public law 5X/)
